EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

It is well established in the Prior Art that CDMA systems conduct closed-loop 
power control in which a quality metric such as Eb/No is compared to a set point and a 
transmit power control (TPC) command is sent to the mobile station or base station 
instructing the mobile station or base station to adjust the power based on comparison. 
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The prior art of record, however, fails to teach or show based on the location of a 
mobile station, the base station selecting an initial power level of a primary 
communication channel for communication from the mobile station to the base 
station and instructing the mobile station to transmit at the initial transmit power 
level. Claim 1 , including all of the claims that depend directly or indirectly from Claim 1 , 
Claim 7, including all of the claims that depend directly or indirectly from Claim 7, Claim 
16, including all of the claims that depend directly or indirectly from Claim 16, and Claim 
24, including all of the claims that depend directly or indirectly from Claim 24 are 
therefore allowable.
